241 Eſtates, conſidering that the maine and principall cauſe of the foreſaid diſgracefull disband- 
I] ing proceedeth from the not exemplare and exa& puniſhment of the ſaids baſe Run-awayes 
and their recepters: And for the not putting of the former act and conſtitutions made agairiſt 
the ſaids Run-awayes,and their ſaids recepters,and againſt idle and maſterleſſe men to due exs - 
J] ecution. In conſideration whereof, the ſaid Committie of Eſtates doth hereby ratifie and ap- 
j| prove that former a& made againſt Run-awayes, maſterleſſe men, and theſe who travelleth 
without Teſtimonials , of the datethe twentie day of Angnft laſt by paſt, inthewhole points 
thereof , requiring the ſame tobee put to due execution by theſe to whom the execating of 
the ſame is intraſted and committed, as they will anſwere upon their higheſt paine. And .4Y 
further, the ſaid Committie of Eſtates being now more ſenſible of the fearfull prejudice,which | 
the negle& of tlxe executing of the ſaid formerac , conformeto the tenour thereof hath pro- 
| duced, whereby the ſaids baſe Run-awayes hath beene emboldened to disbandon in frequent 
numbers,and-arereceived and intertained through all the parts of the Countrey by diſaffeted people, without any kinde of puniſh- 
ment - For remeed whereof, and without perjudice of the ſaid former a& , except in fo farre as the ſame is hereby innovat and 
reformed. The ſaid Committie of Eſtates doth hereby ſtraitly require and command the whole Committies of warre, Noble- 
men, Barrons, Collonels, -Geatlement , Shyreffes, Magiſtrats of Burrows, Elders, and Conſtables in each Paroſhon , as they 
will beeanſwerable to the ſaids Eſtates ofthis Kingdome. That they and everie one of them doe foorth-with immediatly cauſe ; 
make preſent ſtraite and exact ſearch, and tryall in all places where the ſaids Run-awayes and Fugitives , either horſe or foote, /h 
ſhall be foundand todilate, take, apprehead, and preſent them before the Committies of warre in each diviſion, or Shyreftes of the ' 
Shyrs , or Magiſtrats of the ſaids Burrows, where the ſaids Fugitives ſhull bee apprehended. And whilkes Committies, Shyreffes, 
and Magiſtrats ſhall be oblidg'd todecimat the ſaids Fugirives,and ro hang the tenth man of them :And ifthere be but one,or moe of 
them within ten , tocauſe hange one of the ſaid number, albeit there bee but one conforme to the ſaid former a&, and to ſend the 
reſt to the ſaid Committie of Eſtates at Edinburgh uponthe expenſes of the publicke , to bee puniſhed with a marke of imfamie, and 
ſent back to their Companies, And becauſe the recepters 8& intertainers of the ſaids Fugirives,are no lefle worthie of puniſhment nor 
the ſaids Fugitives themſelves. Therfore,it is hereby inacted, ſtatute,and ordained,that whoſoever hereafter ſhall keep; receive, or en- 
tertaine any F irives, horſc or foote, and ſhall nor dcluc or deliver them in manner farefaid, the ſaid recepters thall be repute and 
eſteemed as di , and enemies to their Countrey,and Cauſe now in hand,and ſhall be accordingly puniſked by the ſaid Com- 
mitie of Eſtates, or Committies of war where they dwcll. And for the better dilcoverie of the ſaids recepters,& finding out of the ſaids 
Run-awayes, andthar they may have no ſtarting holl, nor reſting place within this Kingdome : The ſaid Committie of Eſtates doth 
hereby ſtatute, enaR, and ordaine , that ifany perſon within this Kingdome of whatſoever qualitie or degree, after publication 
of this preſent a, ſhall preſume to keepe, harbour, or entertaine any Fugitive or Run-away , or ſhall have any knowledge orintel. 
ligence where any of the ſaids Fugitives or Run awayes arc,or ſhalbe, & ſhall not immediaily either dclate,or deliverthem in maner 
forſaid,the ſaids perſons, intertainers,keepers,and concealers of the ſaids Fugitives, as is above preſcribed,ſhall zpſo ſaFo forfaulr and 
loſe the halfe of all their moveable goods, the one halfe whereof ſhall be applycd forthe uſe of the publick,and the other half of the 
ſame ſh1ll pertaine to whatſoever perſo1ſhill dlace an4 qualifi- th2 ſaid intertainm2nt, keeping or concealing the ſaids Run-aways 
4s is above-written : To whom the [tid Comm#ttie of Eſtates promiſerh hereby upon their honour andcredite , to grant and diſpone 
he preſent right and poſſeſſion of the ſame. And further ,the ſaids perſons, delaters of theſe-who ſhall recepr , intertaine, or con- 
ceall rhe ſaids Fugitives ſhull bethaakfally rewarded by the ſ1id Committze of Eſtates, and ſhill bee reputte and eſteemed good 
and well affected countrey-men : And becaule there is a great number of all ſortes of people lately come from the Armie, and 
romrheir quarters, and companies withia this Kingdome , now on foote for defence rhereof, whereof ſundries hath obtained 
aſſe upon aſſurance to returne within a ſhort ſpace. Therefore, it is ſtature and ordained, thar whoſoever ſhall not rerurne to their 
Cullors within foure dayes after the publication hereof,ar leaſt immediatly afrertheexpyring of their Paſſe, ſhall be repute andeſtee- 
med as Fugitives andſhall bee lyable and ſubjeC to their cenſure and puniſhment forefaid : And if the Committies of war within each 
diviſion, or any perſon becing thereupon , ſhall bee negligent in conveening and taking order with the ſaids Run-awayes , and 
heir receptersand conceallers , or ſhall bee deficient in putcting of this at rogerher with the ſaid former actto execution afterthe 
ormes and tennors of the ſame, reſpecFive; each perſon of the ſaid Committie of war ſhall beunlawed and fined by the Committie of 
EGates in the ſumme of three hundreth pounds Scots money for each failzie zoties 4 : Andifthe Miniſters and Elders ſhall be 4 
deficient indelating, and Captaines or Conſtables of Paroſhes , or any other Paroſhiner ſhall bee negligent in ſearching , appre- . 
ending , and preſenting of the ſaids Fugatives and maſterleſſemento the ſaids Committies of warre , or other Magiltrats forſaids, | 
vrin puttiag the ſaids acts to due execution , ſo farre as concernerhtheir part thereof, each one of them who ſhall be found neg- 
igent, ſhall bee fined by the Committie of warre within their bounds, or by the ſaid Commtie of Eſtates in the ſumme of an 
undreth pounds money, the one halfe of the which fynes ſhall pertaine tothe publicke, and the other halfe thereof to the par- 
ie delater of the ſaids negligent perſons , reſpeivein manner foreſaid, And if it ſhall come to the knowledgeof any perſon who 
ath or ſhall happen to out-reach ſouldiers horſe or foote, that theſe out-reached by them are disbanded and fled from 
heir Cullours , the ſaid out-putters of them ſh.ull bee ablidged to ſearch, ſeeke , and apprehend the faids Fugitives through the 
hole bounds of the Presbyterie where the ſaids our- putters dwelleth, and ſhall either apprehend them, or put them from 
hat bounds : Or otherwiſe, incaſe of their negle& todoetheir exact diligence therein, the ſaids out-putters ſhall bee oblidged to BY 
ake up their number by out-putting of men in their places , ſufficiently provided in Armes and other acceſſaries upon the OA S: aa 
aids outreachers their owne expenſes. And ordaines theſe preſents to bee publiſhed at the market Croſſes of all head Burghs, .Y 
ind the whole paroſh Kirkes within.this.Ki dome : That none pretend ignorant hereof. ara 
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
